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BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The board of health submit the following report for the 
year of 1910, and the following extracts from the Public 
Health Laws of New Hampshire: 


““Searlet fever and diphtheria are justly dreaded as the 
most terrible diseases of childhood. It is, therefore, highly 
desirable that everyone should understand the nature of 
this disease, and the means to prevent its spreading. It is 
always attended with a bright scarlet eruption on the skin, 
and is usually accompanied by a sore throat. Whenever 
children have sore throats, or an eruption of the skin, even 
mildly, they should be separated from the rest of the fam- 
ily until a physician has.seen them, or these symptoms have 
disappeared. It must not be forgotten that the mildest ’ 
type of scarlet fever may communicate the most fatal form 
of the disease.’’ 


In the event that no physician has been called, the law 

makes it obligatory upon some member of the family to re- 
port a suspected case of scarlet fever (as well as some 
other diseases) to the local board of health within twenty- 
- four hours after its discovery. 
The law provides that a board of health, upon being noti- 
fied of the existence of scarlet fever (or of small-pox, diph- 
theria, membraneous croup or other malignant. pestilential 
disease) shall immediately quarantine the infected prem- 
ises so as effectually to isolate the cases, and the family, if 
necessary, in such a manner as will prevent the spread of 
the disease. 

Section 4 of the above law requires a placard to be posted 
in a conspicuous place, on the house, tenement or room, 
giving the name of the disease and the following quaran- 
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tine order: ‘‘ All persons are strictly forbidden to enter or 
leave these premises without special permit from the board 
of health. All persons are strictly forbidden to remove 
this ecard without. orders from the board of health.’’ » 

The requirements of the law must be enforced in every 
ease whether mild or severe. It is no excuse to neglect the 
precautions in every detail simply because the case is a mild 
one. This type of the disease is just as liable to spread 
the infection as a severe case, and even more so if neg- 
lected, hence, no relaxation of the regulations should be 
allowed. 

A ease resulting fatally may be contracted from the mild- 
est type of the disease. 

_ These are points which should be understood fully by 
every family. 

The sale of milk from premises where there is a case of 
scarlet fever is prohibited. 

A local board of health has full power to make such 
regulations for the restriction and prevention of a con- 
tagious or infectious disease, in addition to those already 
existing, as it may deem necessary. 

It is a criminal offence to violate the quarantine regula- 
tions in any respect, and any person so doing should be ar- 
rested, brought into police court or before a justice of the 
peace and fined. Boards of health should enforce the 
regulations to the letter, as a matter of public safety. 

Much of the so-called disinfection practiced in families 
is wholly ineffectual and useless. The burning of coffee, 
tar, sulphur and other substance in the sick room or in 
any other part of the house or premises in the presence of 
the patient or other persons operates, at most, only as a 
deodorizer, and does not destroy germs of disease. It 
should also be known that many of the preparations of- 
fered for sale as disinfectants, germ-killers, etc., are worth- 
less, or nearly so, and should never be relied upon. 
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‘The local board of health has received a great deal of un- 
just criticism in parts of the town from residents who have 
had dealings with the board, and thought the board was 
too harsh in enforcing the regulations, and from others 
who have not had direct business with the board, and criti- 
cised the board’s work as being too lax. 

If the people of the town would give the board of health 
their support and assistance in safeguarding the health of 
the people in the town, and read carefully the foregoing 
extracts from the health laws, there would be less friction 
between the residents and the board, and less sickness from 
contagious diseases by preventing its spreading. 

The following notice is issued by the board of health: 


NOTICE. 


Property owners and occupants of cottages and camps 
on the shores of Cobbett’s Pond and Canobie Lake must 
not allow refuse, waste matter or other injurious matter 
to be thrown, deposited or drained into the waters of this 
pond, under penalty of a fine not exceeding $20 or impris- 
onment not exceeding 30 days.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Board of Education of the Windham School Dis- 
trict: 


I have the honor of submitting to you and to the citizens 
of Windham my second annual report, 

I wish to thank both the school board and the citizens for 
their confidence in me as shown in the freedom that I have 
been given to carry out my own plans in the schools. I 
hope the confidence has not been misplaced, and that all 
are satisfied that in a profitable degree supervision has 
worked well in Windham. [If it has not been worth while, 
the fault cannot be laid in any way upon anyone but my- 
self, and I am willing to cheerfully accept the responsi- 
bility. The town has tried the policy of supervision as the 
state wishes it to be tried. School board and superinten- 
dent have worked together, each in the appropriate fune- 
tions, always with harmony and cordiality, trying to attain 
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together an improvement in our schools. With such sup- 
port and backing the work of a superintendent is a delight; 
he realizes that he has a definite something to accomplish, 
and that he is given the tools and equipments with which 
to work. Without it, his hands are tied, he knows that 
people are looking for results, that they must, at the end 
of the year, see justification for money expended, and yet 
he realizes that he can do almost nothing. 

During the year we have tried, especially, to improve 
the quality of our teaching force. The state aid has en- 
abled us in several instances to pay larger salaries, at no 
greater net cost to the town, and this has resulted as the 
state intends that it shall, in better teachers. I have had 
many assurances that this improvement has been noticed 
by the eitizens. 

The shortness of our school year is somewhat of a handi- 
eap to us in our efforts to obtain the best teachers. It is 
only natural that towns offering a longer period of pay 
should be more desirable, but we have gained this year in. 
this respect. There is good prospect that our spring term 
will be at least two weeks longer than usual, there being 
enough money due us from the state to make it possible. 
I believe that it will soon be wise for the town to make 
sufficient appropriation to provide in every school a year 
of thirty-six weeks. . nok, 

Our school buildings are, in general, in good condition. 
I suggest, however, that at District No. 6 the interior be 
made more attractive by having the walls and ceiling 
painted. At District No. 3 the school is greatly over- 
crowded, and, if the town can see its way to appropriate 
money to enlarge this building, the school will, I am sure, 
show a change for the better that will well repay the ex- 
penditure. We have at No. 3 next to the largest school 
in town,—twenty-five or more pupils,—housed in our 
smallest building. Such overcrowding is uneconomical in 
that it compels poor ventilation, cramps teacher and pupils 
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in their work, and renders discipline so much harder as to 
waste a large amount of energy that a teacher would. ex- 
pend upon teaching. I believe that at no great cost the 
present building might be sufficiently enlarged. 

Several important improvements deserve mention. At 
No. 6 the outbuilding has been rebuilt, and I wish to have 
it recorded to the honor of the pupils of that district that 
they have kept it clean and undefiled. Two wall maps 
have been placed in each school, and each building is pro- 
vided with a thermometer. The supply of reading material, 
of which we were greatly in need, has been generously 
added to. In our elementary schools reading is probably 
the subject of greatest importance, for the reason that it 
forms the foundation for all our other work. Until a child 
ean read,—and by this I mean read in the true sense, which 
is intelligently and understandingly,—it is next to 1mpos- 
sible to teach him arithmetic, history and geography. Some 
of my most trying experiences in high school work have 
been due simply to the fact that children were unable to 
read with understanding the plain and simple English 
language that was set before them. 

I am trying to put into the hands of our pupils books of 
literary worth not too simple in content, with the hope that 
the love of reading, which is strong in childhood, may be 
nourished and strengthened by wholesome food and not be 
starved out, as it too frequently is, by poverty of material. 
Next year I wish to add a great deal more of such matter. 

Mention should be made here of school libraries that have 
been started by the pupils at No. 1 and No. 6. These boys 
and girls, with the enthusiastic aid of their teachers, have 
given entertainments and raised money enough to pur- 
chase quite a number of volumes, chiefly poetry and books 
bearing upon their studies. J always open these with a 
feeling of joy, for their well-worn pages bear homely testi- 
mony to the good use to which they are being put. I hope 
that the other districts may follow the example. <A hint 
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may not be amiss that these schools would at any time ap- 
preciate the gift of a good book or a sum of money toward 
the growth of these most excellent institutions. 

We are in need of other text-books. In order to expend 
as much as possible on reading material I have felt it wise 
to allow our pupils to use some books on other subjects, that 
are in a bad condition. These will be replaced at once, and 
I shall ask the school board to allow me to exchange our 
arithmeties and geographies for more modern series. This 
change will cost little, if anything, because we must have 
new books anyway, and the best cost no more than the 
poorest. 

In November an institute was held at Windham unde 
the charge of the department of public instruction. This 
was largely attended and greatly appreciated. In the 
evening State Superintendent H. C. Morrison gave an illus- 
trated lecture on ‘‘Progress in New Hampshire Schools.’’ 
Owing to the extreme severity of the weather, the audience 
was small, but those who ‘‘braved the elements’’ were well 
repaid. 

In one of my towns each rural school has been provided 
with a receptacle for holding drinking water. This has a 
faucet and a cover, and is intended to encourage the pupils 
to bring private cups to school and thus to do away for- 
ever with the public dipper which spreads its germs 
through the old open water-pail. J recommended this as 
a valuable hygienic measure, and suggest that we follow 
the example. These receptacles cost about one dollar and 
a half apiece. 

Again I wish to thank all, the school board, the parents, 
the teachers and the children for their cordial support and 
aid. I promise my enthusiastic efforts to build up our 
schools into a still stronger and more efficient system.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Windham: 


In submitting our annual report we take pleasure in say- 
ing that the past year has been a very successful one, the 
only deplorable feature being that we were obliged to close 
No. 5 school for a number of weeks on account of scarlet 
fever. With new methods and more modern equipments our 
schools have approached a higher standard and our several 
graduates last June had no trouble in passing the examina- 
tions for entrance to higher schools in September. 

We have had more music in our schools during the past 
year and the children have enjoyed it. We hope for more 
another year. 

We take this opportunity to thank the superintendent 
and teachers for their zeal and interest in their work, which 
has been most praiseworthy throughout the year. 

We continue to ask for the hearty co-operation of all par- 
ents and friends, as much outside work may be done to help 
both teachers and pupils. 

We have had thirty weeks in all except No. 5 school, with 
three weeks fund school at No. 4, three weeks and one day 
at No. 6, and No. 2 still in session. A longer school year 
is much desired where there are no private funds. 

We have tried to use our funds to the best of our ability 
and believe now there are very few outstanding bills 
against the district. 

There are many parents who do not hesitate to keep their 
ehildren out of school for the most trifling things. To 
these we would say, ‘‘Do not keep children out of school 
unless sickness or some serious trouble prevents their at- 
tending. Every half day is just so much loss to the child, 
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and means a great deal to both teacher and pupil. More 
regular attendance is pleaded for and the statutes of the 
state require it.’’ 

We thank all for any kind suggestions, co-operation and 
helpfulness in any way extended to us in the past year. 

We would be very glad to have parents and interested 
friends visit our schools and know more about the real 
work that is being done there.
